Sirs — The  Lemon  tree  arrived  in  splendid  condition,  was 
put  into  a  half  barrel  in  woods  earth,  kept  at  west  window  of 
sitting-room  until  weather  was  warm  enough  to  put  out- 
doors. It  was  then  set  on  an  open  porch  next  to  a  summer 
kitchen  with  an  open  side  next  the  porch,  and  I  consider  that 
the  heat  from  the  stove  did  it  no  good.  However,  the  tree 
did  remarkably  well ;  not  a  leaf  or  bud  withered  or  fell.  But 
when  the  lemons  reached  the  size  of  hazlenuts  all  fell  off  ex- 
cept one ;  that  one  is  now  ripening  fast,  and  weighed  two 
pounds  on  the  limb,  and  I  judge  1^  pounds  would  bo  about 
the  weight  of  lemon  alone.  It  measures  12}^  inches  round 
the  largest  part,  Q%  inches  from  stem  to  blossom  end.  It  was 
caught  out  in  the  early  frost,  but  neither  tree  nor  fruit  were 
injured.
